The  old  idea  of  a  collego.or  university 
as  a  place  where  a  student  is  supposed 
to  receivo  mental  training,  to  learn  how 
to  use  his  faculties,  and  to  obtain  a 
grounding  in  tho  best  that  has  been 
thought  and  done  by  mankind  in  tiie 
past,  has  apparently  gone  for  good.  We 
have  reached  tho  point  whore  courses 
in  real  estate  soiling,  basket  ball  coach¬ 
ing,  and  so  on,  can  count  pointd  for 
degrees. 

Just  what  the  modorn  stato  college, 
or  ovon  tho  older  and  protondodly  con¬ 
servative  universities,  do  for  thoir  stu¬ 
dents,  other  than  to  provide  them  witli 
a  course  in  social  mixing,  opportunities 
for  making  friends  usoful  to  them  in 
business  later,  and  porhaps  somo  occu¬ 
pational  training,  I  do  not  know.  Re¬ 
member,  I  am  not  speaking  of  tho  ex¬ 
ceptional  studont  or  of  tho  oxc'optiomil 
profossor.

It  is  with  much  pride  that  tho  North¬ 
west  Missourian  is  nhlo  to  exclusively 
announce  .  this  week  tho  successful  ex¬ 
periments  of  this  most  remarkable  in¬ 
strument.  Although  tho  utmost  sec¬ 
recy  has  boon  maintained  in  nil  of  the 
preliminary  laboratory  work  tho  Mis¬ 
sourian  is  ablo  .to  announce  from  an 
authoritativo  source  that  this  uncanny 
ovico,  moro  sensitive,  and  far  more 
'potent  in  possibilities  than  television, 
lias  boon  successfully  demonstrated  by 
tho  Research  Department  of  tho  College. 

Briefly  this  I’sycho-S  to  thorn  c  ter  is  an 
instrument  which  . can  be  nttachcd  to  an 
inanimate  object  and  tlio  thoughts  of 
that  object  aro  recorded  on  a  deliente 
Dictaphone  plate.  The  recordings  aro 
in  code  and  it  has  been  with  extreme 
difficulty  that  somo  of  them  have  been 
deciphered. 

,  The  Psyclio-Stctliomotcr  has  been 
tried  on  several  objects  around  the  Col¬ 
lege  with  interesting  success.  It  has 
been  applied  to  such  familiar  things 
as  the  College  clock,  a  table  in  the  li¬ 
brary,  a  waste-basket,  and  tlio  bulletin 
board,  and  in  each  case  an  accurate 
recording  has  been  made. 

There  is  somo  rumor  that  tho  in¬ 
strument  had  been  tested  on  two  or 
three  College  Freshmen  but  with  ques¬ 
tionable  success.  After  these  tests,  ac¬

Tlie  students  learned  various  inter¬ 
esting  facts  about  tlio  monastary.  It 
was  founded  by  Father  Frowin  Conrad 
in  1873,  and  is  a  branch  of  the  mother 
Bencdictino  monastary  in  Switzerland. 

The  library  of  tlio  monastary  was  of 
great'  interest,  anil  what  tlie  medieval 
history  class  learned  hero  illustrates 
what  they  have  been  taking  lip  in  class. 

They  saw  a  hundred  volumes  of  tlio 
Church  Fathers,  and  examined  liumyr- 


class  text  frequently  quotes.  Many  old 
Bibles  in  Latin  or  German  were  printed 
as  enrly  as  the  fifteenth  century. 

While  visiting  tho  Convent  the  stud¬ 
ents  learned  that  it  Was  for  women 
from  all  parts  of  tlio  United  Stales. 
Tlfcro  are  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
nuns  there  at  tlio  present  time.  Tlicro 
nro  always  two  sisters  praying  in  the 
chapel. 

The  chapel  is  especially  known  for  its 
beautiful  stone  mosaics,  which  wore 
fixed  in  tlio  wall  by  an  artist  from 
Austria.  Tlio  mosaics  represent  stories 
from  Christ's  life.
